And I wish that Mr. Bal- 
four could have showed a fuller rec- 
ognition of what M. Viviani had said. 
Mr. Balfour has been so fine on sev- 
eral occasions at this conference that 
I felt it is a little ungracious to him 
to confess as I must do that twice in 
this dav of the fourth plenary ses- 
sion. once in the conference and also 
in the evening when he replied for 
the allies at the Gridiron Club, he 
seemed to be missing an opportunity, 
the opportunity of holding out a 
hand for friendship to liberal France. 
For reactionary France for the 
France of submarines and Senegalese 
and inflated army estimates, neither 
Britain nor America nor any other 
part of the world has any use, and 


more distinctly we say it. the better 
for every one: but towards a France 
that can preach forbearance and 
come into great associations for the 
common welfare of mankind, we 
ought to hold out both hands.

Dur- 
ing dry spells it is little more than 
a succession of evil-smelling ponds. 
During ‘excessive rainy spells it over- 
flows, flooding houses, a portion of 
Forest Park and many streets, and 
causing many thousands of dollars of 
property damage, and sometimes 
causing loss of life. 

One of the objections which in the 
past has been raised to the proposal 
that St. Louis alone construct the 
closed sewer of the stream was that 
it drains much more of the county 
than it does of the city, and that the 


county should bear a portion of the 


cost. 

To this the reply has been that 
efforts have been made to induce the 
county court to join in a movement 
to remove the nuisance and convert 
it into a useful sewer, but the 
county has refused. It is pointed 
out that the objectionable part of 
the stream is in the city, not in the 
county, and that it is a situation 
which St. Louts must meet to avoid 
the danger of epidemics. <Authori- 
ties have said that in ita present 
condition the stream constitutes a 
menace and that there always is 
danger of a typhoid epidemic. 


Objection as to Costs. 


Another objection which has been 
raised is that other parts of St. Louis 
have paid for their sewers by spe- 
cial assessments against the prop- 
erty in the district to be drained, 
and that it is unfair to those districts 
to tax them now under a bond is- 
sue for a sewer benefit for another 
section. In reply to this objection 
the Board of Public Service some 
time ago prepared satatistics showing 
the proportion of the cost of sew- 
ers assessed against the city as a 
whole and against property as a spe- 
cial tax. 

These etatistica showed that the 
complete sewerage system for the 
River des Peres valley contemplates 
the payment by the city of 89 per 
cent of the cost and the remainder 
by special tax on benefited property:

the pasteurization of certified milk, sug- 
gested in the bill under discussion. 

In a brief article appearing in the 
-Globe-Democrat, I am quoted as saying 
‘game things about infant feeding which 
-&re not particularly clear and I may as 
well make my meaning moregexact. The 
pasteurization of milk does destroy the 
-vitamines and to supply them to infants 
geome other food, such as the juices of 
‘oranges or tomatoes, must be used, If 
J used the word medicines it was a mis- 
take. We have no objection to the pas- 
teurization of the milk supply for the 
‘whole city other than certified milk, but 
we must leave some source of pure milk, 
which is specially necessary for infant 
feeding, and it is the purpose of the Pure 
Milk Commission to be this source and to 
protect this supply which indeed is so 
very small a part of the total, and to 
modify and prepare this pure milk ac- 
cording to the suggestions of physicians. 

The average individual may get his 
vitamines from many sources and might 
well get along without the use of milk if 
he so prefers, but this is not equally true 
of infants. 

That some small dairies may escape 
tproper inspection and slip in impure milk 
junder a certified label is not likely under 
present conditions, since no certified la- 
bels can be issued to any but properly 
run and regularly inspected dairies. The 
fraud in this direction would soon be de- 
tected and regulated. Therefore any or- 
dinance which would rob us of our very 
“necesary whole certified pure milk would 


be a grave blunder.

The Federal Government has atated 
that. where birds are held in possession 
by a zoological institution no permit for 
such possession is necessary; but it must 
be shown that such birds have been law- 
fully obtained, and if not so shown, then 
such possession becomes illegal. 

The Zoo Board of Control has no right 
to take Or possess any native wild or 
eong bird where such procedure is in 
violation of existing State or Federal 
statutes: these are not retroactive and 
cannot be made so except § (possibly) 
through special legislative enactment. 
The impression has repeatedly been given 
out by individuals connected with the Zoo 
Board of Contro! that a permit, State or 
Federal, if issued, would cover the taking 
of the mocking birds and protect those 
individuals concerned in this act; but 
neither State nor Federal laws are retro- 
active and they cannot by any process of 
yeasaning be so interpreted. 

As regards the mocking birds and some 
other of our native song birds which do 
not come within the migratory bird treaty 
act, the Federal Government's position is 
that it has no jurisdiction and that if the 
birds have been unlawfully taken or are 
iliegally held in possession either by an 
individual or by a zoo, then the laws of 
the State have been violated and the mat- 
ter becomes one for State action. 

The only reason why the mocking bird 
was not included in the list of birds pro- 
tected by the migratory bird treaty act 
waa that it is not a especies which is regu-

While our country churches are dying from lack 
of financial support; while rural children get noth- 
ing more than eighth-grade education because funds 
for higher branches are withheld by patrons, and 
while small town preachers declaim on the seélfish- 
ness and worldliness of our great centers of popula- 
tion, Kansas City annually raises $750,000 by popu- 
lar subscription for local charities and votes any 
sum that is asked for her educational institutions. 
The same thing is done in all other cities of any size. 
It brings home to those of us who are willing to look 
things squarely in the face the fact that there is 
more stinginess and selfishness in small town and 
rural communities, when it comes to giving up real 
money, than anywhere else in\the nation. This is 
not because the people are naturally close-fisted and 
indifferent, but because most of the ministers who 
preach to them and most of the politiclans who ha- 
rangue them are out of step with the gospel of 
brotherly love or lacking in sympathy with the spirit 
of the times. Too many of our preachers discuss 
nothing but abstract deductions from current events 
or the scripture as it revolves about doctrines and 
creeds. Too many of our small-town public men 
preach nothing in rural districts but resistance to 
public expenditures for any cause whatsoever. Be- 
tween the two, there has been developed an out- 
look on life which centers so closely about individual 
beliefs and the personal pocketbook that co-opera- 
tion for bigger things is seriously hampered. What 
we nee@ on the one hand is a ministry that will 
proclaim the sinfulness of doing without things we 
need and can afford, especially as it relates to better 
churches and schools, while on the other hand is the 
need of political leadership that is headed forwards 
instead of backwards. The very fact that quick re- 
sponse is given wherever a good cause is properly 
presented, whether it be in town or country, proves 
that the hearts of the people are in the right place, 
just ae in the cities. The wrong sort of leadership, 
is what keeps us from measuring up to our possibil- 


ities.
